, Jan 30. The Hukeem Hyder’ooddeen sent a man to say that one of 
Abdool’s old friends had arrived ; who, on account of the reproaches of 
the citizens, did not like to go to the Kuttra, but was desirous to see Ab- 
tool, if he would come to him. Abdoal, being lame, sent Inayut to him ; 
who recognised in him one of his father’s disciples. He greatly lament~ 
ed, and said, “ Whata strange course your uncle has taken, which no one 
of your family ever took! Lam greatly sorry for you, who have also 
foregone Mahomedanism through his persuasions.” ~Inayut said, ‘I have 
not followed my uncle’s word, but the word of Jesus the Saviour. No 
one who follows his word shall finally failof salvation.” Inayut then as- 
ked where he lodged; and being told in the Serai (Inn) near the fort, re- 
quested to be shown his lodging. _ The stranger then rose and went with 
lrim, conversing as he went; showed his lodging, and camé with him to 
the Kuttra, On seeing Abdool, he saluted him, and wept. Abdool spoke. 
much to comfort him, and said, “ Indeed, my brother, this is a matter of 
praise, not of sorrow: for the Lord Jesus Christ gave his life for the re- 
demption of the whole world ; and, alter three days rose again, and as- 
éended to heaven, where he will remain fer ever, and will come to judge 
the world in righteousness; and happy will that man ba, who, forsakine 
Vain imaginations, will obey the living command, which liveth and endu- 
reth for ever.” After much conversation, his mind was a little softened,’ 
and he began to listen to the words of the Holy Gospel, and retained till 
évening, when he took his leave, with a promise of returning in the morn." 
ing. At night, several of the citizens got cbout him, and so persuaded 
him, that at four in the morning he weut his way. 

Jan. 31. Abdool went to the Serai; and inquired of the host for the 
stranger who had lodged with hun. The host replied, that he had set’ 
off for Delhi; and that, in the night, many of.the Musselmen of the 
city came to him, and advised him for his good to depart. Abdool went’ 
to seek him as far as Iskundra; but not finding him, returned. 


Letter from Molwee Munsoor to the Rev. Daniel Corrie. 


This letter was written frem Gazy poor, in June, 1815, and is transla- 
ted from the Hindoostanee. Our readers have been already informed,’ 
that, on Mr. Corrie’s leaving Agra, Molwee Munsoor removed to Bareil- 
Iv. He wes baptised in January, 1813, and is a man of great learning,’ 
and of consideration among his countrymen. 7 

«© My guide! niay God keep thee happy in the way jof Christ! This 
servant, who is your discipie, always pray to God, who is a merciful Fa- 
ther through Christ, that God would preserve youl safety, and never put 


me to shame in this way whichis irae, and of is own mercy revealed ; 
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and quickly bring me to meet you, who are the cherisher of my soul. A> 
men : 

“T greatly desire to seé you once more ;. and then if death come, so let 
tt be, that I may die im your presence: and if God will accept of my 
prayer, then fet him grant this, that I may behold fou; and in this mor- 
tal life nothitig do I desire beside a sight of yor. Whatever reproach 
‘comes upon nte from mankind-the creatures, I thank God on aecovnt of it, 
and consider it 2 means of salvation; as @hrist our Lord hath said, 
‘® When ye aré¢ persecuted for my sake, then rejoice, for your reward 
shalk be tir Heaven.” 

‘© MP histcry is this. According t your order, I continued in the ser 
tiee of the Rev. Mr. Thomason till the end of March, learning Hebrew, 
and teaching Hintoostanée. When we arrived at Gazypoor Mr. Thom- 
ason desired me t6 remain with Mr. P. I have theretore been three 
fmonths with Mr. P.; and my spirit hath been much refreshed, because I 
have seen no one thing in him contrary to the Gospel. Moreover, the 
disposition to anger, of which my nature was full, by Got’s grace, 
through intercourse with Mr. P. is gone, and I hope never will appear 
more. 

‘¢ Now, in this month of June, the Rev. Mr. Thomastn’s letter arrived, 
desiring me to go to Bareilly, and abide there. Accordingly, I am about 
fo depart to Bareilly. But [am exceedingly anxious about my Hebrew 
studies, in whieh I had labwred much; but it is the will of God, and I ans 
without resource. 

« Now my petition is this, that God, who hath of his own grace shown 
me, worthless, the true way, will préserve me from shame till the Resur- 
rection, arid grant mé peaee in himsélf, and grant/me quickly to meet'you,y: 
and take out of my heart all desire of the prompts and vanities of the werld, 
and bring all the chureh, you, and all the world, into his own true way. 
Amen! Now may God keep me, and you, ard us all,-in peace. May the’ 
respects of me, a sinnér, be aeceptable to Mrs. C. and to John (Adling= 
ton,) and to all the religious Brethren s and Jet them all pray for me té 
God, through Christ, that he would not suffer me to be ashamed of the

IT hold in my hand, said Dr. G. « 
resolution which I am sure will meet with the cordial approbation of every 
pay present. Mr. Chairman, fF hail this day with peculiar pleasure. 

am one of those who have long been looking forward with desire to two 
events—a general motion of the Presbyterian world on this side of the 
water, inthe business of Foreign Missions, and an extensive and mighty 
~ effort in favor of the destitute on our own continent. These two events 
are new incipiently accomplished. It has been a source of mortification 
that Pvesbyterians have not been sooner roused to an object which other 
denoinations have been for several years pursuing with rea! efiect. We 
wwust confess that we are behind many of our brethren in this matter: but 
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in'the strength of the Lord we will overtake them, and endeavor to outstrip 


he foremost in this glorious race. On our-own-centinent there are from 


twenty to thirty millions who are groping in pagan darkness or popish su- 
epics These wretched beings, who are perishing at our own door, 

ar away fromthe Christians of the old world, seem to be committed spe- 
cially to us. In the division of a destitute world among different portions 


-of the church, I think I hear a voice from heaven, saying, let European be- 


‘lievers extend their hand to Asia and Africa, but these thirty millions 1 com- 
anit to American Christians. 

[ hail this day with the greatest pleasure, because I see it inthe. pledge 
of union and brotherly love. The Rxepinien which good inen have derived 
from the astonishing efforts of the present day, to enlighten the ignorant, - 
has been greatly increased by the union. among different denominations - 


«which these efforts have carried in theirtrain. Who has not bowed belpxe - 


‘the majesty of that union which has appeared in. the’British- and: Fereign. 
Bible Society? What heart did not swell with delight. at a similar union, 
lately commenced-on this ground? One of the greatest ornaments of the. 
European church, who has been conspicuous in his labors to bring different. 
denominations to aet together on this commongroynd of Christianity, has, . 
eaid, that until these bars are taken down the mildenniwm can never come 
von earth. I bear testimony to the magnenimity of: this sentiment with the 
greater pleasure, because it comes from one of a different sect, ang a sect, 
too which has been considered aniong the most exclusive. Bui long after 
Aigotry shall have expired, the name of Robert Hall.will be found honor- 
ably inscribed upon her tomb. If any ubhappy eircumstances have cast @ 
temporary cloud .ever-our harmony,: this day is a. sure pledge, I will cy 
that in:future we shall loverand act-together as brethren. Spurning the 
ittleness ef monopoly and rivalship, the different. members of this istitu- 
tion will act together on liberal-and manly principles, calculated to stifle 
all jealousies and to unite all hearts. And then, whatever success we may ~ 
have among the Heathen, of -{his one thing, kam sure,—we shall exalt our 
own characters, and increase our own happiness. 

‘Hitherto, we have had no epmmon receptacie in the. Presbyterian world. 
to .receive the.contributions: of those who felt for 550 millions of Pagans 
and Mahometans. If the benevolence $f. eur members grew impatient ts. 
do something for more than two thirds of the human family, perishing ior- 
tackof knowledge,. they have heen obliged to send their oiferings abroad. 
‘Thus we became mere tax-gatherers for our brethren in the East. 

Now many Juvenile and Mite Societies, which have been gathering thetr: 
‘Jittle sums to aid the. operations of strangers, will east their allanto your 
treasury.—Many Missionary Societies, alveady.formed, will immediately 
wrrange themselves as auxiliaries under you; many others will yet be or 
ganized for the same.purpose; and thus the energies of the whole Presby--. 
terian world in America will be-combined in a single arm, 

It was the command of the aseending Saviour, “ go ye inte all the world - 
and preach the gospel to every creature.” This was not addressed to the ~ 
twelve apostles for their own exclusive use, but to them as general depos~ - 
itauries of the commands of ‘heaven, and it was intended for there suecesse - 
ors in every age, as appears from the promise subjoined, “ Lo, Lam with - 
you alway, even unto the end of the world.” Hew can you elude this 
direct command? To say that the Pagan nations aay be as happy in thie. 
and the future world without the gospel, is to say thatthe gospel is no-~< 
®lessing to mankind, and then you do got believe that it came from God. - 

No objections can be raised against snissions which will net ue equally 
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ez.inst Christ and his apostles. The first missionary band was sent forth 
and they met the shock of nations, and triumphed over an embattled 
world. The attempt is no more presumptuons now, the prospect Is no 
more discon: ‘aging, the difficulties are no greater, the ‘tiga r that is engag red 
to sive success is "ee same, the promise is still inforee, “ Lo, L am with 
you alway, even unto the end of the world.’’ 

For many ages the christian world had heen in profound slumber in re- 
gard to this “duty ; but for the last twenty-five years they have been waking 
up. He who had promised his son the heathen for his inheritance, has 
sent his heavenly influence to arouse the christian churches. 

The Ay ve which we have in view 1s not unattainable, In reference 
to the North American Indians, what equal amount of missionary labor, 
since the days of the apostles, ever produced so great a result as the 
preaching of the Elliots, the Mayhews. and the Brainards atnone this ve- 
ry race of men? If you ask why the effects have not been entailed 
upon successive generations, those generations have been burnt up by ar- 
hig spirits introdiiced by the whites; or if any remained, they were ney- 
er brought to the habits of civilized life, but left w snderére of the wilder- 
ness liketheir forefathers. But lately a new system has been entered up- 
on by a sister institution, under the patronage of the gene} al government, 
which Pp omises complete success.— Besides preac hing thie gospel to aduits 
hy an interpreter, schools are to be established for the instruction of the 

children in the 1: inevage, arts, and religion of the English ; thus calling 
them back f; om the chase to the pursuits of husbandry, and fastening upon 
them our religion, by giving thenvour language, learning, and Jaws. 
In respect to Mexico and South America, ‘the providence of God is 
lainly preparing the way for all the operations which heart could wish. 
the existence of the American Bible Society ought to be ranked among 
these preparations. We may now have stereotype editions of the Spanish 
and Portuguese Scriptures, and missionaries to carry them forth. These 
two noovle institutions may thus aet and re-act upon each other with great 
efiect. The new order of things, also, which Providence is introducing 
into those countries, cannot fail to ene the most savorante influence on 
free inquiry and the diffusion of Christian knowledge. By the time your 
missionaries are ready to act, they mp find a field, of almost unlimited ex- 
tent, prepared to receive the seed, and inviting ‘the hand of cultivation. 
Go on brethren, and God will pros per your cause. <A great day is pre- 

arme for the aeunt ghted nations of the south. Ere lang we shall see a 
'® aventy light cap ping the tops of the Andes, and rivers of salvation tlow- 
wig through the plains s of La Plate. Millions, who are not strangers, but 
Americans, will be the happier for this day, and will eternally biess God 
for your existence.

SPEECH OF THE REV. DR. PROUDFIT, (OF SALEM, NEW-YORK.) 

Mr. Chairman, 

I rise to second the motion proposed by that very respected and beloved 
br other who has now addressed you, and with him, most cordially unite in 
halling the auspicious occasion of our meeting. It may justly be consid. 
ered as form 1g a new era in the history of missions, and various consid- 
erations rush ir resisti ibly upon my soul, ‘and swell it with more than ordi- 
nary transports of joy. Fifteen months have. not yet elapsed since we 
convened w this city to organize that grand national institution, “the A- 
merican Bible Society :” again, ewe are convened for a different purpose, 
but one equaily important, to constitute a “ Forcign Missionary Society,” 
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because “ faith cometh by hearing, but how shall they hear without a 
preacher.” 
We are collected from different regions of country, and different sec- 
tions of the church; we are, collected, not in our individual capacity, byt 
.as the representatives of churches, of churches too long suadered by sepa- 
rating walls, and marking the movements of each other with the eye of 
sectarian jealousy; we are collected, not forthe purpose of enlarging or 


.aggrandizing the denomination to which we respectively belong, but to 


compare our views, and combine our efforts, for giving to our common 
Saviour, in actual possessioW# the Heathen, which are his inheritance by 
right. With-united hands we have taken the standard of the cross, and 
with united hearts have resolved to aim at rearing it in lands where the 
throne of the arch-usurper has hitherto remained uninvaded, undisturbed. 
Suppose Mr. Chairman, that our holy and revered fathers, who, have seen,. 
in the light of heavenly glory, that Christians are ONE—that they are 
ONE with Christ, and ought to be ONE with each other, in every ex- 
pression of mutual affection and confidence ; suppose that they were pre- 
‘sent, within these hallowed walls, as Moses and Elias were present on Ta- 
bor, with Peter, and James, and John; what would probably be the theme 
of their conversation? As the latter spake of that decease which should 
be accomplished at Jerusalem, the former would. probably speak of the 
fulfilment of ancient prophecy ; that the period foretold by Isaiah, had ar- 
rived, when the watchmen upon the walls of Zion should see eye to eye; 
and in speaking of it would probably unite in the exclamation, “ Behotd, 
ow goed and how pleasant it. is for brethres to dwell together in unity!” 
And who knows but the spirits of our deceased fathers, are now present ? 
‘who knows but they are really, although invisibly, hovering in the midst of 
us, exulting at the occasion of our meeting, and the harmony of our delib- 
erations. Surely, if there ig a moment when the church triumphant ap- 
oints her delegation to meet with the church militant, it must be when the 
ee are assembled to devise new schemes for advancing the glory of Je- 
sus, their Lord and ours. pit 
The period in which we live is generally-and justly denominated the 
period of wonders.—Events, awful and auspicious in the extreme, have oc- 
curred in our own age and under our owneye. Equal displays of the in- 
dignation of heaven in scourging the nations, and of its merciful interpo- 
sition in behalf of the nations, have, perhaps, in no former instance been 
witnessed by one generation of men. We have seen the torch of war 
lighted up and blazing frightfully in almost every part of the earth, and 
we have seen that torch.as suddenly and unexpectedly extinguished. We 
have seen the tempest collecting, and darkening the whole heavens, and 
bursting forth to the perplexity of the nations ; and we have seen the cloud 
almost instantaneously vanish. The storm is changed intoacaim. The 
sword of war, seemingly sated with the blocd of man, now slumbers in its 
scabbard ; and after a long night of ignorance, and disorder, and crime, 
and misery, we behold the dawn of a brighter day. . And as the personal 
ndvent of Messiah was preceded by ‘a general peace upon the earth, we 
have reason to hope, that the peace which now prevails 1s the precursor 
of his spiritual advent: of his coming in the universal spread of his gos- 
pel, and the more radient manifestations of his glory. Indeed, Mr. Chatr- 
man, great things have been already done for promoting his universal reign 


_-among the nations. The Bible has recently been translated into various 
- Janguages in which it was not formerly known. ‘The servantsof the cross, 
who teach the way of salvation, are now reaching parts of this globe 
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where no spiritual poineer had formerly penetrated, and thousands are ree 
jricing in the love of Jesus on continents and. islands where. the inhabitants, 
during the lapse of ages, had seen no ray of his glory nor heard the 
sound of his fame. Yes, the Nose of Sharon, that Rose of celestial ori- 
sin, now flourishes, regaling with its beauty and fragrance the senses of 
tie spiritual beholder, in many places where nothing but the heath of the 
wild-iness formerly appeared. Great things are yet doing for diffosing 
more generally over the earth the savor of this plant of renown, W here- 
ever we travel, in our own country, or in other countries, we find these 
gacred associations, the Bible or Missionary Societies, for paomoating the 
spread of that Gospel which brings life gnd immortality to light.’ In 
these “holy alliances,”? whether legs or larger, all party distinctions ara 
overlooked ; the hay, and stubble, and straw of Sertarian feeling, are 
eonsimed by the hallowed flame of love to Jehovah and to each other. 
There, one no longer exclaims, in heretical spirit, / am of Paul, or 
avother, 2 am of Apollos, ar another, I amof Cephas ; but all rally round 
the stancard of Christ, and pray, and converse, and centribute for the en- 
larcement of his kingdom, 

But, Mr. Chairman, much yet remajns to be done before Jesus the me- 
diator “will have the uttermost parts of the earth for his possession.” 
There is no need to indulge yourself in a general survey of the globe and 
its inhabitants. Look around for a mpment on the gouthern, and west- 
ern, and northern parts of this continent. There you see hundreds, and 
thousands, and millions, enveloped in the thickest gloom of spiritual night, 
‘They have no Bible, in which they may read the cheering record that 
** God hath given to us eternal life 37 no peaceful sanctuary to which they 
may repair and hear those good tidings of great joy, that unto all people 
a Saviour is born. What then is hecoming ug who are THEIR brethren by 
nature, and by the destination of Providence are thrown in the same heni- 
isphere with them? The path of duty ia, in my opinion, clear to us as the 
“milky way.” . Let us arise and tell them how they, and their benighted 
pitiable offspring may be saved. Here is our commission, inthe very hand 

writing of our master, and witness, and jude, “ Go ye into all the world, 
and preach the Gospel to every creature.” Teach, make disciples of alt 
nations. This commission was delivered to Apostles by evr Saviour in 
person, and by them hag been transmitted to us, their successors in office, 
and their sharers in the anticipation of future glery. . Here we are com- 
manded to disciple all nations, but the conversion of the Heathen upon 
our own borders appears more immediately incumbent upon us. They 
occupy the same soil, they breathe the same atmosphere, they are, by lo- 
cal situation, more accessible, and a mission to them is attended with less 
peril and expense. Their forlorn condition is more obvious to our VIEW, 
and into their wounds, as the good Samaritan, we ought, without delay, 
to pour the om and the wine. Itis, therefore, a prominent, and a very. 
proper article in our constitution, “ that we shall attempt first to spread 
the gospel among the Indians of North America, the inbabitants of Mexi- 
eo, and South America.” 

Let us now unite in adding to the lustre of our national character, ag 
Christians ; let us attempt, this day, to erect a lasting monument ol dis- 
{nterestednes® in the cause of our Master, and of mankind. 

Let us, on the present occasion, exhibit anexample of zeal, at the con- 
templation of which our children and our children’s children, and the 
friends of Zion in other countries, and future ages, may be inspired with 
wew ardor, and animated to nobler exertions for the living God, I trust 
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that not an individual within these walls retire, without entering his name 
as a subscriber to thee $ United Foreign Missionary Society.” I see a- 
round the gentlemen whose enterprize and activity in their respective pur- 
suits have been crowned with eminent success, and upon whom Selena in 
lis hounty has showered profusely the blessing of his Providence. Itrust 
that such will give, not only their own names, but those of their families, 
as members of this benevolent institution. For.my own part, Iam free to 
declare, and the declaration is made, my Master bearing me witness, with- 
‘out the least ostentation, that I entered this room with the resolution 
of constituting each member of my family, a member of the Society for 
life. It is a small tribute of gratitude to that Jesus who ‘ redeemed me 
to God; who redeemed me to God by his own blood ;’ and I am fully 
persuaded that the discharge of this duty, without the least diminution

Having seen in several of your papers, many very pertinent observations on the’ 
tendency of war, I was led to make some reflections on the effects of our late cou- 
test, so faras they regard the manners and morals of our country. The result of 
these reflections I now send you. It has been my intention to avoid a political dis- 
cussion of the principtes on which war was declared, and conducted ; as I was perfect- 
ty sensible, that such a discussion, would be completely inconsistent with that chris- 


tian liberality, which so eminently distinguishes your publication. 


THE IMMORAL TENDENCY OF WAR. 


That war is, under any circumstance, however favorable, prejudicial to 
the morals of a community, is a fact too evident for denial. The inipic- 
ties of a camp are spread ‘throughout a country, like a dire contagion, 
which is borne on every blast, and inhaled at every breath. The sight of 
** garments rolled in blood,” the sound of the trumpet urging on to com- 
bat, and the fierce menaces of the soldiery ready to conquer or to perish, 
goon become familiar to all, and imperceptibly steal the heart against eve- 
ry sentiment of philanthropy. To kill is called honor, and to die with 
hards stained with the blood of thousands, is considered a passport to 1m- 
mortality. Such alas! are the conseqhences of war. Should a state be 
se fortunate as to have no army withitfits immediate territories, the evils 
mentioned, though not so quickly felt must, nevertleless, in time be born. 
if peace he established, and an arwy disbanded, there are set at liberty, 
a vast multitude of men, whose only business has been to Maughter, and 
whose greatest delight has heen the groans of dying enemies. ‘Lheir 
profanity knows no bounds, their dissipation no limits. Tdle and impious, 
toomany of them wander about the country, eating the bread of dishones- 
ty, corrupting the morals of youth, and continually hardening their hearts 
by the commission ef vices, alike forbidden by the laws of God, and man, 
Alas! how many of these calamities. does our country suffer? the time 
has been when thefts were so nncommon, that the commi:-sion of one en- 
gaged the attention of a whole community; while murder, almost un~ 
known, was considered a phenon:s on in our moral world. 

But times have changed :—Our papers are now filled with the accounts 
of thefts the most daring, robberies the most attrocious, and the most hor- 
rid. America, which once, seemed the dwelling place of innocence, and 
assylum of virtue, has hecome the seat of crimes equal in blackness, and 
almost infrequency, to those of the eastern continent. Oh sad! gloomy 
change!! ‘Tell me some angel, why are we thus afflicted? Were onr 
fathers, who converted “this barren wilderness into a fruitful field,” guil- 
ty of crimes for which their children suffer? No! says the histery of our 
pious ancestors, What then has produced these evils? The sins of the 
present gencration. Methinks I hear seme aged chiristiansay. we became 
impious; we thanked not God for tlhe many favors he conferred upen vs. 
Amidst the blessing of peace, and a superfluity of the earths products, 
we waxed proud, and forgat the “giver of every good and perfect gift.” 
He sent war among us, and we repented not. He removed it, and we 
said now, need we fear nothing. Can we wonder then, that the effects 
of it, should, a long time be felt by us, with all their power? No person

will deny, that crimes like those that have been mentioned, are among the 
most grievous calamities with which any nation canbe.afflicted. How then 
dare we say that we are safe. Rouse then ye christians ; exert yourselva 
ye ambassadors of Christ: fear not to proclaim unto the people their 
transgressions. 

The present is an important crisis. God will not always be gracious’. 
and if we.attend to the dictates of reason, the testimony of history, or the 
scriptures, we must believe that as long as we remain inattentive to the.
